Mr. Dodd declares that the 
Statement that Mr. Rockefeller made his 
money dishonestly, “is false ig vile, and 
being made by ministers in the pretended 
interest of morality ‘is doubly vile.” 

Mr. “Dpdd then says that the Standard 
Oil Company does not own a share of 
stock of any railroad company, does not 
control any railroag company, and that 
since the enactment of the inter-state 
commerce law has not received lower 
rates than other shippers by rebates, ar- 
rangements, devices or plans of any 
character. The testimony of Howard 
Page, freight agent of the Standard Oi] 
Comuany, before the industrial commis- 
sion is quoted in this connection. 

With reference to gas and copper com- 
panies Mr. Dodd gays: 

“No doubt many have been prejudiced 
against Mr. Rockefeller by sensational 
writers, whose articles, accompanied by 
portraits and caricature,s are intended to 
create the impression that Mr. Rocke- 
feller was principal in the affairs relat- 
ing to the organization of the gas and 
copper companies, although no fact show- 
ing #uch connection js stated, The Stand- 
ara.O0 Company has already denied that 
it had any connection or interest di- 
rectly or indirectly in the organization 


of these corporations, ahd on the_ best.

Dodd’s Defense of Standard. 
Mr. Dodd's statement is as follows:

Emery Hudson, a young man 20 years

Only Two Matters Were Passed 
- Upon, the Mobile Depot and 
the Glen Allen Case—Many 
Railroad Men Were 
| Present. 


Montgomery, Ala., April 6.—(Special.)— 
The Alabama railroad commission did not 
accomplish much, apparently, at its meet- 
ing this time. 

Mr. Comer, who complained last nigit 
of not feeling well, asked today that as 
he was in bad physical condition, the 
further investigation of the rate ques- 
tion be postponed. To meeet his re- 
quest the other members voteq with 
him to- postpone to the firet Wednesday 
in May. 

When the commission assembled last 
Monday it was with the understanding 
that the rate on fertilizers in the state 
be’ readjusted, or least evidence be taken 
with that idea in view. As soon as the 
commission met Commissioner Sanders 
moved that the whole question of rates 
in the state be gone into. 

Mr. Comer demurred, but agreed to it 
with the understanding that those on 
fertilizers be taken up first and dis- 
posed of. After the hearing had gone 
up to yesterday, a motion was carricd 
the effect of which was to take up, 0¢ 
fore voting on the fertilizer rates, tue 
entire schedules, and the railroad mea 
present agreed that they were reddy to 
‘begin. Mr: Comer protested and said 
he was not well enough posted to do this, 
and besides, he felt that there should be 
a lawyer to represent the commission 
side of the case, and he had no way vi 
getting one at this time. 

Because of the rather straind¢d condi- 
tions, brought about by this move, 50 
objectionable to the president, there was 
great interest in the opening session to- 
day. President Comer called it to order 
at 9:30 a. m., and at the very first word 
asked his associates to agree to a post- 
ponement in view of his physical condi- 
tion.

Pistol’ Duel Is Fought at West 
Virginia Polls, 


One Policeman Fatally Wounded and 

| TLwe Others Seriously Injured. 

Feeling Is Bitter and There 
May Be More Trouble. 


Huntington, W. Va., April 6.—Police- 
man Roy Hill was fatally injured and 
Deputy Sheriff A. D. Atkins seriously 
wounded, and W. T. Lilly, a bystander, 
shot in the shoulder in a pistol duel 
between Adkins and several policemen 
arising from a dispute over authority 
in the city election here today. Feeling 
is bitter on both sides and further trou- 
ble may result. 

The city officials, who are republicans, 
appointed forty special policemen, whiie 
the democrat county officials appointed a 
large number of deputy sheriffs. Con- 
flicts between the two sets of officers 
were threatened several times, but the 
first clash came when Policeman Hill 
and another officer arrested two depu- 
ties as they were in the act of arrest- 
ing a negro charged with repeating. The 
deputy sheriffs resisted and Deputy Ad- 
kins came to their assistance. 

In the pistol] duel which ensued some 
thirty shots were fired. Adkins and the 
other deputies were placed under arrest. 
The shooting occurred on one of the 
most crowded streets of the city and 


vicinity and it is remarkable that no 
one except Hill and Adkins, the princi- 
pals, and Lilly, who was standing across 


the city hall were riddled with bullets. 
The conflict of authority between the 
deputy sheriffs and the city police con- 
tinued later in the day. Deputy Sheriff 
Adkins, who had shot Pollecman Hill, 
surrendered to Depuy Sheriff MecCurty. 
Lieutenant of Police Davis and Officer 
sohnson went to McCurty and took the 
prisoner from him, and although he is 
badly wounded, took him to the city jail. 
Later Shenmff Spencer, with a number of 
deputies, went to the jail, secured pos- 
session of Adkins and removed him to 
the county jail, another armed conflict 
with the city officers being narrowly 
avoided. At the same time warrants 
charging interference with an officer 
were sworn out against Davis and John- 
son, who were placed in the county jail 
Tension is high and another outbreak 
seems probable.

For one thing, they must either 
‘lower their tracks or raise the platform 
f the depot; so as to lessen the danger 
to life and also to prevent water from 
running from the tracks into the depot 
waiting rooms. It is also required that 
|the sanitary arrangements at the sta- 
tion be improved, and that the roads

_ dered in the Albany depot case, and the 
|roads wil! be given reasonable time in 
|}which to comply with the order. 


The Valdosta Case. 
| The railroad commission decided that 
ithe passenger facilities at Valdosta were 
inadequate in so far as the Georgia South- 
‘ern and Florida railroad is concerned, 
‘and that road was ordered to construct 
a new depot as soon as possible.

The President and the South. 

President Roosevelt has reached 
Texas, whither he has journeyed to 
attend the reunion of his old Rough 
Rider regiment at San Antonio and 
runt bear in the “Big Thicket.” 

From Louisville, Ky., where he was 
given a magnificent public reception, 
to his southwestern destination the 
president’s. audiences were largely 
made up of southerners and he im- 
proved the opportunity to strengthen 
the entente with the south foreshad- 
owed by his Lincoln day speech in 
New York. His rear platform and 
more set addresses on this trip have 
been characterized by the most con- 
ciliatory spirit possible toward the 
south, and to this end he has been 
happy in his expressions. -President 
Roosevelt has said many kind words 
for the south, the confederate soldier 
and southern womanhood, and said 
them in a way that carries conviction 
as to his sincerity with them. As for 
the south, she is receiving the presi- 
dent with her proverbial hospitality, 
and toward Theodore Roosevelt per- 
sonally she has assumed a most cour- 
teous Missouri attitude. The south 
is evidently open to be “shown.” 

It may not be too much to hope that 
Mr. Roosevelt has by this time heen 
able to see some of his mistakes on 
one or more phases of “the’ southern 
question,” as our nortiern friends 
call it. His New> York speech indi- 
cated that he has seen a great white 
light on thé “race problem” and at 
last recugnizes southern qualifications 
to b‘s “door of hope” hypothesis. His 
L£ttitude toward the south fn the civil 
war seems considerably mollified to- 
day as contrasted with his Arlington 
speech of a few years ago, and there 
are indications, through recent execu- 
tive appointments and otherwise, that 
the president’s judgment is becoming 
more mature and judicial as he is 
broadened by his great office.

| ILITARY officials at the capitol 
are considerably put out over. the 
report that was sent out from Co- 
‘ease yesterday to the effect that four 
companies of troops had been ordered: to 
Preston, Webster county, to prevent mob 
violence during the trial of the negro 
Tobe. Thornton, who is charged with 
criminal assault upon a white woman. 

As a watter of fact no troops have as 
yet been ordered to Preston, for the sim- 
ple reason that Thornton {s not yet on 
trial. Judge Littlejohn is, however, hold- 
ing court in»Webster county and is pre- 
paring to bring Thornton to trial. The 
Americus company, Captain Williams, is 
fhe only company of troops which has 
been Ordered to Preston at all, and this 
company will probably go With Thorn- 
ton when he is taken-there from the jail 
in Americus for trial, which may be any, 
day now.: The military officials, how- 
ever, believe that the Americus company 
is fully able to cope with the situation, 
and have so far ordered no other com- 
pany out. It is a fact, however, that 
Captain Coart, of the Columbus com- 
pany, has simply been ordered to keep 
in touch with his men so that they may 
be had on short notice, if needed. He 
has no instructions to call his company 
together. The Americus company and 
the Columbus company are the only 
ones to which any notice whatever has 
been gent. 

Tobe Thornton’s victim was a maiden 
lady of Webster county who was highly 
respected and esteemed. The assault af- 
fected her mind and she has been at the 
state sanitarium at Milledgeville since it 
was committed, rational] on all subjects 
but that one, but almost a raving mani- 
ac when that subject Is mentioned or a 
negro comes anywhere near her. It is 
understood the state relies largely on 
Thornton’s gonfessfon to bring about 
his conviction. 


To Revise Banking Law. 

Hon. Martin V. Calvin, of Augusta, who 
is chairman of the committee appointed 
under a resolution adopted by the last 
legislature to report on a revision of the 
banking laws of Georgia, is in the city 
for the purpose of taking up the work 
assigned to his committee with a view to 
getting the report in shape for the com- 
ing session of the genera] assembly. 

Mr. Calvin, in company with Joseph A. 
McCord and former Senator J. T. Dun- 
ean, of the thirty-seventh district, also 
members of the committee, spent the day 
yesterday in the state library at the capi- 
tol, going over various features of the 
banking laws of the state with a view to 
ascertaining wherein amendments are 
needed. They have nothing as yet to 
give out with regard to their work. 

Mr. Calvin was the author of the reso- 
lution, and as he is a member of the 
coming legislature, he will present the 
committee's report in the house when 
that body meets. Many of Georgia's 
banking laws are obsolete, while others 
do not fit present day conditions. It is 
understood the committee will recom- 
mend some important and interesting 
changes. 


Local Tax for Schools. 

State School Commissioner W. B. Mer- 
ritt has written to Dr. W. T. Harris, of 
Washington, D. C.. United States com- 
missioner of education, for information 
relative to the operation of laws in other 
states providing for loca] taxation, both 
in counties and school districts, for 
schoo! purposes. Many states have laws 
on this subject similar to the recent en- 
actment. In the Georgia constitution

| OF AGRICULTURAL COLLEGE 


Editor Constitution: In The Constitu- 
tion of today appears a card from Hon. 
Ww. L. Peek, of Rockdale, in which he 
joins issue with me in my card which 
appeared in The Constitution of the 22d | 
of March advocating the bullding up of 
a great agricultural adjunct at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. 

Replying, I wish to state, first, that I 
am glad of this apportunity to discuss 
with my friend, Colonel Peek, the issues 
made up by our two cards in the press 
of the state. And when I refer to Colo- 
nel Peek as my friend I mean it with 
all the intensity of my nature. I have 
known Colone] Peek for quite a number 
of years, and our pleasant relationships 
have impressed me with the conviction 
that he is a big, open-hearted. public- 
Spirited man, with the best of intentions 


discussion may result in some sort of 
public good. 

Yes, I did introduce into the 
house of the general assembly of Georgia, 
in 1902, a bill with the caption indicatec 
in Colonel Peek’s card. I introduced the 
bill in good faith and worked with might 
and main for its passage. The bill failed 
of passage, as Colonel! Peek states. An4 
now my friend would intimate that | 
have changed base, but exculpates ms 
from political sin. 

It is not out of place to state here 
that I have never in any sense felt a 
disposition to oppose the interests of the 
University of Georgia. But, even when 
I was working for a separation of the 
college of agriculture from the university, 
no man felt a deeper interest in or greater 
pride for the university than I did. But 
I then thought, as doubtless Colone! 
Peek now thinks, that a separation of the 
Classical and academic from the agricul- 
tural department would promote the best 
interests of the state.. 

At the time I introduced that bill I had 
just begun a close study of the question 
of agricultural education in Georgia. With 
this intricate question I have been delving 
ever since. And my research and investi- 
gation has resulted in convincing me that 
ij then made a mistake, which I am now 
endeavoring to correct. 

At that time I thought, as Colonel Peek 
now doubtless thinks, that little was be- 
ing done for the advancement of agricul- 
tural edugation at the university. And, 
to be frank about the whole matter, there 
was then, and {fs now, little enough being 
done on this line. And it was for a 
change of this condition that prompted 
my card of the 22d ultimo. And right 
here I would ask my friend Colonel Peek, 
for my own information, what has Geor- 
gia ever done for agricultural education? 
|'Has she ever appropriated a single dollar 
to the University of Georgia for the pur- 
pose of agricultural education? And, if 
so, when and where? 

Does not my friend Colonel Peek know 
that not one dollar under the Morrill fund 
or funds under other acts of congress 
can go to supplying buildings and equip- 
ment for an agricultural or any other 
sort of college? 


What an Agricultural College Needs. 

Now, these things being true, who ex- 
pects any great things from the uni- 
versity’s agricultura] adjunct? The man 
Who does expect it must think that the 
men who have charge of the university 
are imbued with that power which can 
bring something out of chaos. 

Now that the agricultural college may 
be made proficient, they must have the 
means of investigation, experimentation, 
research, etc. They must have the means 
of testing stock as to purity of breede 
In order that the best breeds may be 
adopted for this section and climate. They 
must have the means of testing crops 
with a view to the propagation of the 
best varieties for seed. They must have 
the means of combatting injurious plant 


with respect to the principle involved in | 
mine and his cards. This being true, the |

insects as well as the means of com. 
batting plant diseases, and a thousand and 
one other things which go to make up 
an equipment for a first-class agricultural] 
These things they have not had 


Plant necessary for the agricultura) col 
lege, and it paid for, in the city of 
Athens. If we had to duplicate this plant 
at a separate place, it would cost (the 
| state anywhere from one hundred to two 
hundred thousand dollars. In ‘addition to 
this we would have to spend a large sum 
of money for equipment which I have 
above enumerated. Then annually the 
state would be put to an additionai cx- 
pense in the employment of professors 
for the two separate institutions. For, as 
is well known, a great many things re- 
lating to agriculture which are not taught 
by the strictly agricultural teacher have 
to be mastered by the agricultural Sstu- . 
dent, such things as relate to chem- 
istry, etc. 

Now. I think that the operation and 
‘management of the agricultural college 
‘should be separate from the university, in 
so far as such thing is practicable with- 
out incurring additional expense .in the 
|teaching which is done in the agricultural! 
'and academic schools. 

The operation and management of the 
Technological school is separate from the 
university and yet the Technological 
ischoo] is a part of -the university. In- 
deed, it has to be, in order to authorize 
the state to make an appropriation to it. 
Any appropriation for the higher branches 
of learning in Georgia must be made 
through the university or it would be un- 
constitutional. Hence, if my friend Peek 
establishes his district agricultural 
schools, any appropriation ~- which the 
state might make to them would have to 
be through the university as its branches 
or the appropriation would be unconstitu- 
| tional. 

Now that Georgia needs a high -institu- 
tion of learning for the purpose of teach- 
ing agriculture cannot be questioned; 


forth, in addition to many others..which 
‘could be given, it seems to me that such 
an institution show be fostered in con- 
nection with the university at Athens. 

Yes, Georgia-needs a great agricultural 
college. Indeed, this day of advancement 
ind progress absolutely demands that 
the training of the great bulk of the com- 
ing generations should be along industrial 
lines. Must the leading industry of 
Georgia be neglected? Never! Then how 
is the best and cheapest way, as well as 
the way that will redound to our greatest 
good to set up this great agricultural] in- - 
stitution of learning? My delving inves- 
tigation has led me to believe that the 
greatest good to the state will be fos- 
tered by setting it up in connection with 
the university et Athens. 

This I feel would be best for the agri- 
cultural interests of the state and I 
;think that I know that it would be best 
'for the general educationa] interests of 
the state. 

As I stated in my card of the 22d uiti- 
mo, in Wisconsin, her great university is 
the focus around which centers the all- 
absorbing enthusiasm of her whole popu- 
pation, from the least to the greatest, in 
one solid effort for its promotion. Why 
is this true? Because Wisconsin has 
founded her university upon a basis which 
reaches all of her varied interests as well 
as all of her people alike. Did Wiscon- 
sin originally do this? No, indeed! But 
she fought over the whole ground that 
Georgia has been fighting over for a 
separation of her schoo] of agriculture 
from the university until her legislature 
finally .gave the agricultural college 
$100,000, and from. that day.unti] now 
the agricultural department is, among 
Wisconsin's entire people, the toasted 
school of the university. And Andrew 
Simonson, the editor of the leading agri- 
}cultural journal of Wisconsin, said .in an 
interview recently published in The Con- 
stitution, “that Wisconsin makes no in- 
vestment that brings her people such 
large returns as the money she spends on 
her agricultural college;” “that the agri- 
cultural college adds annually to the 
wealth of the state money in excess of 
what it costs to maintain the entire unt- 
versity.’"” And I happen to know that the 
cost of maintaining the University of 
Wisconsin is in the neighborhood of 
$500,000 annually. And I also happeu to
